poblie.  The  morality  to  be  inculcated  in 
theee  schools  is  tbst  of  Christian  religion. 
We  cannot  teach  the  Chinese  or  heathen 
morality,  nor  can  we  teach  the  vague  stand¬ 
ards  of  materialism.  Every  method  presup¬ 
poses  e  living  soul  at  the  center  of  opera 
tton,  without  which  it  ia  a  mere  machine  ; 
aad  hence,  tbe  first  condition  iu  moral  in 
•truetiqp,  is  a  teacher  whose  life  ie  the  em 
bod  1  me nt  of  such  morality. 

Thu  rage  for  intellectual  culture  is  be¬ 
coming  the  Moloch  of  American  schools. 
The  teaching  of  children  is  almost  entirely 
in  the  hands  of  young  woman,  and  their 
tntelleclual  qualifications  are  subjected  to 
constant  scrutiny  and  supervision.  They 
are  compelled  to  run  a  gauntlet  worse  than 
their  grandmothers  who  were  captured  by 
the  Indiana.  Their  moral  fitness  is  vastly 
more  important.  The  new  methods  of 
teaching  open  e  way  for  the  most  success 
ful  morel  instruction,  but  they  are  power 
leas  in  the  bends  of  s  teachrr  who  has  no 
moral  perception.  The  methods  of  object 
aad  oral  instruction  are  still  on  trial.  Un 
less  we  place  in  our  school -rooms  a  rlasj  of 
teachers  filled  with  a  high  morel  purpose, 
the  children  will  be  dragged  down  to 
common  earth  worms.  The  common 
school  is  the  place  where  the  child  should 
be  Unght  tbe  great  leoanne  of  morality  in 
public  life,  for  morality  and  patriotism  are 
inseparable  in  a  country  like  ours. 

Our  teachers  are  too  often  so  highly 
wrought  io  wslhetic  and  literary  culture 
that  they  go  into  our  schools  with  an  utter 

r  ranee  of,  and  almost  aa  otter  contempt 
our  common  American  life;  very 
chinning,  no  doubt,  as  ornaments  of 
wealthy  homes,  bnt  ntterlv  unfit  to  mold 
our  boys  into  well-rounded  American  citi- 
sens.  The  imperative  need  of  our  schools 
to-dav,  is  some  method  of  common-sense 
moral  supervision. 

Dr.  J.  M  Gregory,  of  the  Illinois  Indns 
trial  University,  said  that  Dr.  Mayo  had 
exhausted  tbe  subject,  and  he  could  only 
retouch  the  picture.  Our  school*  are  de¬ 
signed  not  only  to  rdneete  the  children  in¬ 
tellectually  but  morally,  and  the  expendi¬ 
ture  for  their  support  cannot  be  justified  if 
we  takeaway  that  which  canoes  tbe  child 
rea  to  gro#  ap  into  good  citiaene.  Wr 
cannot  send  achlld’s  intellect  to  school  end 
keep  hii  morel  nature  at  home.  The  high- 
sat  intellectual  culture  cannot  be  attained 
ualem  there  ie  a  moral  nature  which  will 
furnish  tb*  necessary  Incentive*.  The 
safetf  of  theB?public  and  of  humanity  it- 
islf  depends  upon  morel  instruction  in  our 
public  schools.
